THE TAX ON THRIFT 


_ Representative Charles Wilkinson, of Reading, noticed our 
editorial about the Tax on Thrift, of which we wrote last week. 
Mr. Wilkinson has kindly notified us that the bill was killed, 
on April 16th by recommendation of the committee to refer 
it to the next annual session. There was no debate. 


THOUGHTS ON TAX ABATEMENTS AND EXEMPTIONS 


We read a news item recently which said that the Mayors 
of the Massachusetts cities were of the belief that exemptions 
of taxes, for disabled veterans, should not be allowed when 
the veteran concerned is earning more than $3500 a year. 

___ It isn't known exactly how the Mayors arrived at the 
figure of $3500, but the gentlemen are evidently concerned 
with rising tax rates, in many of our communities, and are 
secking means to combat the increases. 


The figure of $3500 is rather small, in our estimation. 
‘After all, this exemption was granted in recognition that these 
men have suffered, directly, for their country. Many a dis- 
abled veteran finds things quite tough, when he is in the lower 
pay brackets. 

At the same time, it must be admitted that perhaps the 
Mayors are concerned with the fact that some persons who 
are classed as disabled are earning large salaries, and can af- 
ford a more fair proportion of the tax burden. 

The whole question of tax exemption (and abatements) 
is not too widely understood. Briefly, we believe there are 
three catagories of exemptions and abatements that confuse 
the average citizen. 

The first is an abatement, to take care of errors in the 
assessing of taxes. There are times when someone is assessed 
in error, and an abatement is the legal way of getting the error 
the point where some buildings are highly assessed, and then 
pei division is made of the proceeds from the refunds, 

course we are not in a position to prove it, but Councillor 
John F. Piemonte has heen trying vainly to get at the bottom 
of the matter, in that city.. 

It is because of this phase that there has been, at least 
partly, a reaction against the Disabled Veteran's havi 
exemption (which, incidently, is for the first as 
on their real estate). Assessors, and other city 
have been conniying in this particular type of fraud frequent- 
ly resist any attempt to investigate abatements and exemp- 
tions, on the ground that the $2000 exemption to a veteran who 
is disabled constitutes a “charity” and that, as every one knows, 
information about “charities” is not supposed to be made 
public. 

Admittedly, it is difficult to pry information from officials 
who do not want that information made publio The reaction, 
unfortunately, is too often against the disabled veteran. We 
cannot blame him, for he is being made a tool of others. 

We feel that the time has come for all abatements and ex 
emptions to be made public. Such information cannot hurt 
our disabled veteran, and it can uncover the obnoxious prac- 
tices, said to exist in our larger cities. 

Incidently, we beg our readers to not construe this as a 
is that it is not against the law in certain of the southern states, 
and that there are people who are willing to take advantage of 
this fact. This is the act of certain of our southern states in 


offering tax free assessments for a period of years, sometimes 
as many as 10 years in return for industries moving into their 
territory. According to our understanding, there has been 
quite a bit of this sharp practice in luring away the cotton 
mills, from New England. We don’t think very highly of this 
practice, nor do we think very much of any industry that will 
accept it. In fact, we were not at ali unhappy, to read in the 
New York Times, some months ago, that the practice seems to 
be boomeranging, because they are getting a poor type of in- 
dustry. 

‘The third type of abatement, which is reputed to be prac- 
ticed in some of the larger cities of our Commonwealth, is one 
in which political friends of the administration will be privately 

ranted abatements, perhaps because of secret favors rendered. 
Fis is definitely an obnoxious practice. We are told that it 
happens in the City of Boston, and that the practice goes to 
straightened out. 

The second is the exemption that is granted to disabled 
veterans, This exemption is statutory, applies to real estate, 
and must be applied for not later than October Ist of the year 
during which the tax was assessed. A certificate of disability 
of 10 percent or more must be obtained from the Office of 
Veteran's Administration, for this exemption, although re- 
cently Henry F. Long, Tax Commissioner has ruled that a 
yeteran who wears the Purple Heart does not have to clear 
thro’ the Veteran’s Administration. 

oe is another type of non-assessment, which does not 
exist, in this state, to the best of our knowledge. It is strictly 
against the law here, and we don’t believe that any Assessor 
would dare take the chance of breaking this law.

who were present told tales of not 
being able to use their bathrooms, 
and of having to empty washing 
machines with pails. In one case, a 
jflooded cellar had forced the par- 
jents of a three week old child to 
evacuate their home, one gf the par- 
ents testified. Some of th® tales of 
floods in this section of town was 
old stuff to the Board of Health, 
and some were new, as places not 
previously: mentioned were listed by 
the residents of the development. 
Approximately half a dozen cellars, 
which were not supposed to have 
been flooded in other times were 
said to be flooded now, by persons 
at the hearing. 

| Blame, at least in part, was made 
on the fact that a resident of the 
area had filled in a drainage ditch, 
which ditch was dug several years 
ago, after similar complaints. The 
testimony showed that during the 
heavy March rains, while the ditch 
was not blocked, there had been no 
complaints, but that the complaints 
were all in the last two weeks, since 
the blocking of the ditch. 

At the same time, the Hathaway 
Acres residents expressed the op- 
inion that further development of 
the area should not be allowed, on 
the ground that “each new home 
just adds to the water problem”. 

It was also stated that the Town 
Manager, Dean Cushing, had prom- 
ised representatives of the Baldwin 
Civic Association that a catch basin 
would be installed at the foot of 
Coolidge Road, some months ago, 
and that this had not been done. 

As a result of the complaints, the 
ditch was cleared of the fill, last 
Saturday, and the water in the area 
is now reported to be slowly dropp- 
ing. Board of Health officials have 
been checking daily, )
